ted to me by vvay of diicourie,by ſuch both of our ovvne 
nationand othersas vvere for the moſt part eye-vyitneſles, 
vvhich is ſcarce the hundreth part of his ccuel aQts, and 
mad-pranks he plaid in thar ſhon time of his raigne : 
vvhich vyas ſcarce foure yeares, mad-prianks 1 may call 
them, for ſo is hecommonhie called the mad King.

vvite on the vvals of Morecco,on the gates cf the citie. Ha- 
uing be.orechallenged his Father ot negle&,and roo much

ther( as they ſay ) ſtoodin feare,yer his Father calling him 
Father, Such is the prxpolterou+ manet of the Moores, to | 
call their eldeit Son Father, out of a reuerence (as they lay) 
they giue 1o him being the firſt born,& to be (asit ſeemcth) 
Pater familias, Father of the tamilie tor the time tro come, 
other realon | can not give of their prxpoſterous inverſion 
of that relation, (or rather confuſion) for the Father, to call 
his Son Father. Our Heavenly Father 1 am ſure did not fo, 
the King of Kings : Thou art my Son, &C., asit is in the 
Plalmes. Nor Dazzd the King in that his patheticall expreſ- 
ſion ot his Fatherly afteQtion, far beyond theirs, yea beyond 
all cxpreſſion : Abſalon my Son , my Son. Atter his com- 
ming to be King lomeof the frends of the Lewantads has 
uing by Realth raken dovvne his quarters to bury them, he | 
commanded a great number of the neighbouis heads who  - 
dvvelt neere there aboutesto be cutof, executing many 

VvVith his ovvne hands as he met them in the ſtreets. 
Andnot long after immediatlie vpon the death of his 
Father, being nevvlie proclaimed King , his brother Mxley 
Flyvallid (this King) comming againſt him vvith a great 
force, better aFcaed of the comminaltie than the other, 
in reſpeCt of his crueltie : { vvhich they greatlie feared, 
and not yyithout cauſe , as afteryvards they found

man (hauing but a tevv horie) chardged fo furiouſlie, and 
ſo throughlie, as he rovvted them all, vviervpon bis bro- 
ther fled tovvards Sa/he , but nat long attcr vvas betrayed 
& broug bt back againe by Alkaid Hamndadvielling neare 
Azamore, vvhoſe horma or ſanQtuarie he tookc, invited and 
encouraged by him to ſome turther attempt : but indeed 
betrayed, vvho after vied him in a verie bale/S: vniecmlic 
manner , ſtripping him, beating him , and cary ing him, 
chaincd vpon a horſe to the King, V Vhereypon the King 
( they ſay) vyhen he ſavy him relented, yea vvept, not 
viing any extremitie, but rather our of his)lion-like may- 
nanimitie, contemning vyhat cither he, or any other had 
don, or could doe againſt him. Yet did his brother liue in 
continuall feare, divers times threatned by the King in his 
mad humor, ſending to him to prepare himſelf, and to 
knovve vvhat kinde of death he vvould dye : but by me» 
diation of his ſiſters and others till put of, Arone time 
(the King being at Saffa) in hisdrunken humor , the ſen- 
tence pronounced , and an Alkazd preſenilie (cnt tovvards 
Morocco, Vyhere his brother was then priſonner to execute 
it: but the next morning the King comme to himſelf, and 
by mediation ( as before) reverſed, and a meſſenger dif- 
patched to countermaund the other, vvhom he ouertooke 
but at Tarſift a river vvithin fourc myles of Morocco, come 
manded ypon his life to ouertake him : the other making 
no great haſt, othervviſe it had been cxecuted, 

One time at Saf1a his Almahalla orcampe ( vyherein 
his brother Muley Semyn yvas then) comming to pitch 
neare thereaboutes , he in ſtecd of a yvarning picce to. 
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remoue further of, ſhot a bullet amongſt them. An other 
time( as lheard) in ieſt among the market folke: yet did 
no hurt but killed an aſle, 

An other time in his Al/mahala ( hauing been all the 
daic abroad drinking as he vied) and coming riving in late 
at night vpoa the ſpur, as he paſſed by the ordnance , 


vrhereof the Engliſh had the chardge,he commaunded on 


the ſodaine ſvvearing a great Engliſh oath,giue fire:vvhich 
_ they preientlie did , they durſt doe no othervvile : ſo ſhot 
ayyarte his ovvne vncle being in companie vvith him all 
tO pceces, 

His yongeſt brother, yea and his ovvne yong ſonne, 
ſometimes vyvould he hang vp by the legs, and beate them 
vvith his ovvne hands. No merveile then if he vyere cruell 
to Others, being ſo vnnaturall to his owne fleſh and blood. 


Eueric dais muſt fee blood ( blood ſhed ) vvere it but of _ 


a hen, cls not ſati-fied. Poſſeſſed ( as ſome of the Moores 
haue told me manie are, & that he vvas) vvitha ſhedeuill, 
frequent amongſt them as(it ſcemeth)}amongſt the heathen 
in times paſt, vvhereof a heathen philoſcpher writeth a 
fer treatiſe of Incubus and ſuccubus. And the partic vvho 
told me this {aid , that one daie going a hawking hauing 
other Moores vvith him, one follovving a good diſtance 
in the high vvaie,on a ſodaine ſtood ſtill, and not long after 
they ſavva ſmoake ariſe in the ſame place, vyhereat they 
vvondered, & vyent back, finding the man much amazed. 
Aſking the reaſon, he faid a vvoman met him there verie 
faire & in good attyte, vvho offered herſelf 1o be his wife, 


he anſyvered, he had onealrcadie, ſhe replyed he might. 


take an other ( for ſo the Moores may by their layv ) being 
' eric importunate yyith him : at length looking dovvne- 
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vyards perceined het clubbed feet, & yyhat ſhe vyas, where- 
vpon he vrent back, and abſolutly refufed, and therevpen 
ſhe vaniſhed in that maner jn a great (nuffe. The man 
preſcarly therevpon fallivg ſick, and ſo continueda good 
vyhile, Hovy true this is I can not ſay , but yvas reported 
to me verie (ſeriouſly, and fora ccrtaintic, Bur of this l am 
ſure that the deuill can transforme himſelf into an Angel 
of light : much mote take vpon him the ſhape of a man, 
or a vyoman , as God permitteth tro delude thoſe that obey 
not the truth. And this likevyiſe | knovve to be true and 
ccrtaine, that he is both a lver ( the Father of lycs) anda 
murderer from the beginning: cuer a thirſt,and neuer ſatis- 
fied vvith blood, And thereforeno merveile if this tyrant 
vvere ſo pollcſſed as before, that cueric daie he muſt ſce 


blood els not ſatisfied. And if cucry day, hovv much blood 


may be thought he ſhed in that time of his life & raigne, 

Sometimes he vvould cut of mens heads vvith his 
ovvne hands, and vvith his ovvne ſharp ſvvord, ſaying, 
thoſe yvhom he commaunded did not cut them of vvell, 
andat once: vvhich don vvould al ke one of the Eggliſh- 
men if it yyerc not vyell done, he muſt ſay yea Muley, Yea 
ſix or ſcauen mens heads in one day. 

- Once by cuermuch drinking aiſtempered in his bodie, 
waving hisarmes and hands benummed , his DcQor per- 
ſyvaded him toenter into a bath. Atter his bathing mce- 
ting vvith one of his concubines,drevv out his ſvvord and 
Cut of her head , to triethe ſtrength of his arme if it 'vvcre 
ſound againe. Alſo an Other for going out of her biteor 
chamber to the next doore to one of her felloyves , for the 
M oores arc icalous cuen of their vvomen, and vvill not 
ſuffer them to companie together. 

Made one man ſtand fill yyhile he threyv ſtones at his

face, threatning ifhe offcred to ſlir or moue he yvould cut 
of his head. So likevviſe abroad in the fields, ofttimes 
vyould cauſe ſome one of his ſeruants tolic dovyne gro- 
velling , & ſit vpon him in ſtecd of a ftoole a vvhole night 
tozetherdrinking : and the man durſt not for his life {tir. 
And ſome to ſtand by him vyhole daies and nights vvith- 
out moouing hand or foote , othervviſe yvould haue cut of 
their heats, | 

V Vould canſe men to be drubbed, or beaten almoſt to 
death in his preſence, vvhich vvas bur a common & gentle 
correttion , five or ſix hundreth blovves at once, and after 
they mult kiſf< the ground, & giue him thanks. To whom 
in this particular, & others likevviſe, I may paralel a great 
Lord in this part of the vvorld:vvho(hauing ſlainean other 
1n a privatduel}, and, vpon iuſt occaſion oftered, raxed by 
One tO vvhom he had don vvrong, diſgracing, & diſabling 
him, and that in an open aſſcmblie, & diſplacing him tooz 
and therefore had the pattie reaſon there alſo to right him- 
ſelf, and reply, par pari refe rre,anddifable him likevviſe for 
ſhedding of blood, vvhich by the Lavy of God is murder) 
cauſed the partic to be committed to priſon (cloſle priſoner 
at the firſt) and there kept , and fed vvith rhe bread of aff li- 
(10n, till in the end he vyas forced: (his impriſonment,and 
puniſhment both of bodie and parſe, beſides the diſgrace, 
no ſufficient (atisfaQtion) to kiſſe the ground, that is, make 
an humble ſubmiſſion,and ſubſcribe that he had offended, 
and abuſed his Lordſhip vvith opprobrious, and vnciuill 
language &c. that is to ſay , thatthe Lavy of God is an op- 
probrious & vnciuill janguage, vvhich ſaith :He that ſmiteth 
az other vuith an inflrument of yron that he dy is a murderer 
&c.vvhich ſubmiſſion he novy vtterly diſclaimeth,as moſt 
blaſphzmousazainſt God & his Layv, & don of —

and by dares of impriſonment , hauing no meancs at all to 
maintaine himſclt any longer in priſon, but there toſtarve: 
praying God to forgiue him, and them likevvite yyho im- 
poſcd it: To vrhom { cuen to that great God) that great 


'Lord ought rather to make ſubmiſſion , for violating his 


holie Lavv, as Datzzd did, (a King and vyas not al hamed,) 


| Thaue ſinned &c. yea and after fell to the ground , and 


kifſed the ground vvith manic reares. Thereforc is he a 
ſaint. in heauen: and Mualey Abdala Melek, and all ſuch 
bloodie tyrants,& murderers (vvithout repentance) deuills 
in hell. For Topheth 5 prepared of old enenfor Kings, and 


* Lords too if they.repent not ;For viith God thete is no 
' reſpect of perſons, Nor vvas vvith this King Maley. 
Abadala Melek, in thecruell courſe of his tyrannie- yyhere- 


ynto all, both great and ſmall, vvere ſubject. 

Yea he yvould, cauſe ſome to be beaten on the ſoles of 
their feet, and after make them run vp,and dovvneamong 
the ſtones, and thornes. And ſoalto vſed ſome that vvere 
lame, & hart, pulling of there { hooes, & making them run 
barefooted in tuch places:orels vvould cur of their heads. 

Did cauſe one of his Alkaids ( his chieffe talconer) to 
be drubbed and beaten , manie hundreith bloyves on the 


buttocks ( as himſelf told me) and after forced him to 


ride in that painfull maner after him a havvking. Alſo 


the ſame Alkaid told me, that the girth'of his ſadlebeing 


broken , and he allighted: an other Alkaid comming to 
helphim, and holding his tirrop , the King called that 


- Alkaid to him, and cauſed him to be drubbed for holding 


hisſtirrop , andnot long after the like occaſion falling out 
againe, cauſed the ſame Alkaid tobe drubbed againe, for

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He run a mans thigh thorovy vvith his launce te the 
fdile, and after becauſe he vvas not able ro ride after him a 

pace, gue him tvvo or three hundteth blovyes.

To one among the reſt he promiſed that if he vyould 
fight vvith them, and could eſcape he 1 houid be perdoned:

ſe];, yet af.cr vvas put todcath _ 

Some he cauſed to be raſtrar'd, or dragged by the fecte 


atthe horſe hreles, thei: bick and head againſt the ſtones: 


as he did the Huicam of Morocco ( the chiefte officer of that 
Citic) round abuut his Almahalla or camp till he died, 
Others iointed,thcir fingers, and toes firit cut of by euerie 
jointe, armes and legs,& to head andall. An other hanged 
Vp by the priaie members, one caulſcd to ſit ypon him to 
vvcigh him dovyne : and vet the manliuing, 
Another (a hole digges inthe ground ) tet inthe carth 
Vp to the head, as Schollers in {ome places uſe ro ſhoote 
at the cock at Shrouctyde: lodid he cauſe the capiiues vvirh 
their pecces to ſhoote at this yoore mans head. They all 
miſling, he himſelf came neere vvith his ovvne peecc and 
ſhot him,calling him a devill becauſe they all miſſed him, 
He cut of a Moores head (a church man,or Sexton) for 
erying on the church rovver or ſteeple, and curling all that 
did drinke vyine, forbidden by their lavve. An other alſo 
for crying and liaging more then viuall, For the Moorcs 
haue noe bcls, but ig ſteed thercof;,theſe cryers to call them 
B to 
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to their devotions : in the name of God, one God, the 
great God, and his Prophet Mahomer , the M:Nſenger of 
God. Some ſay this mad King did once threaten that he 
yvould haue one of the Friars, French or Spaniſh, to ling 
maſſe before him : yvhich [ thinke vvould haue pleaſed. 
kim little better, 

He cauſed a French captiue to turne Moore, and be cur, 
that is made an eunuch , onlic for extolliag the King of 
France to be one of the greateſt Monarches of the vvocld. 
An other, vvho kept his horſe, neuer vvithout flaſhes and 
vyounds, An other Frenchmans doublet vvith a paire of 
fizers did he cut all ouer in flaſhes vvith his ovvnc hands, 
faying , he vvas novv a right French Cayallero , like tothe 
reſt. | 

If in his drunken humor abroad in the fields /as he vvas 
ſ{eldome ſober ) he did fall from his horſe, all his Alkaids 
and ſeruants mult doe the like, and lie dovynce and doe as 
hedid. Much like the catching of the dotrerill : and not 
Offer to riſe or get on horſeback till hedid, nor to hold his 
ftirrop, or come neare him all the vvhile, if they did he 
yvould giuethem blovves. One of his Alkaids, for ſome 
ſuch like offence, cauſed he to fit 24. houres on he top of 
his tent in the Almahalla (as it vvere on the pillorie ) for 
all men to gaze vpon. And novv and then vyould he giue 
them a pill called Shiſhaz (the effe@ vyhereof is to wake 
men metric drunke) to make himſelf ſport. But indeed his 
onlie ſport yyas in cutting of mens heads, and( as before ) 
in ſhedding, and fceing of blood. No one day eſcaped but 
One or other ſacrificed in moſt bloodie manner to this 


. vnſatiabledeni]l: and ſhe deuill together, if that opinion 


of the Moores be true, as before,

On atime the Chriſtian captives, at Saf#4 the port town, 


| hadlaid a plot to breake the priſon, and eſcape by ſea in a 
Doate, but in the afting thereof ycre diſcoucred, all taken 
-And beaten in moſt pitifull maner to make them confeſle 


the Authors, molt of them Spaniards, and French : the 
chieffe plotter a Spaniard (as it ſcemeth ) of ſome account, 
called Dor Pedro, vvho vyas (ent for to the King (then in 
his 4Imahalla) vyho therevpon called all the Engliſh,an@ 
others tokneele betore him, ſetting the Spaniard alto right 
before him. Then ſaid to the Engliſh, youe ſee this mil be» 
liver that vvould haue run avvaie, if any of youe be like 
minded, run ſure , and cleare ayvaie: othervvilc, if youe be 
taken ſec here your doome. Then cauſed he firſt the Spani- 
ards cates to be cutof one after an other : then his noſe : 
then his lippes one after an other: then his mouth, on both 
ſides Mlit vp to the earcs: then his fingers diſiointed one 
from an other ; yvhich don the King fell a lauzhing,, ha, 
ha, ha. Then ſaid the Spaniard to him (hauing all this while 
looked him in the face & indured it verie manfullic ) noyy 


Tyrant doe thy yvorſt. vvherevpon preſentlic he cut of his 


head. So dycd this valiant champion, cuen in death 
trinmphing ouer his tyrannicall rormentotrs. 

An other time a Moore being brought before him for 
ſome miſdemeanor fearing death , ſaid vnrohim : Mzley, 
I hauc lined a!l the daics of my life hithertoa Chriſtian , 
if thou vvilt novv pardon me, Ivvill turne true Moore 
againe. His meaning vvas that he had liued a vvicked, and 
levyd life, as many Chriſtians have don, and doe , both 
in that and other countries , Iſpeake it to their ſhame, 
vvhereby the nameof Chriſt, & his religion is ſcandalized, 
and blaſphxmed : but yet , notvvithitanding that his 
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confeſſion, that he had lived a Chriſtian, and profeſſion 
to turne Moore againe, (that is to ſay,) to lead a godly life, 
vyasexccuted, Forvvith this King there vvas no reſpect 
of per'ons, or religions, or occaſions great or ſmall. Sins 
veniall,or mortall all one,that is to ſay mortall,Occaſions? 
may oft times vvithout any occaſion at all but onlie as he 
met vvith any by accicent, in his drunken and deuiliſh 
humor, vvould try (as before vpon his oyvne vvomen) the 
firength of his arme,and goodnes of his ſvvord-and chieff. 
lie ypon his ovvne nation vvithout retpeQ of perſons: he 
had no minions, or favorits at all : one good propertic in 


him. V Vhar ſhall l ſay. But (asan Alkaid tclling me of 


theſe and other his mad and tragicall a&ts cxclaimed ) a 
dcuill, a4enill. His Alcaſava , or court the veric picture of 
bcll : vvhich made the greater and better ſorte to flceaway 
into the mounraines, or ſtand vpon theirguard a farof - 
like thoſe vwylie foxes in Eſopſecing all foore fleps going for. 
vvard into the lions den, but feuv or none retrorſum, back 
againe.And thoſe that did, hoyvling,and crying, vveeping> 
and vvayling ſighing, and vvringing their hands, cither 
for themſelues, ortheir friends. This vvas the dailic, and 
dolcfull muſick both yvithin and vvithout; the verie gates 
of hell. Friends? nay rather ficnds, daylic tormenting one 
another. For ſo yvvould he commaund his Alkaids, and 
ſervantsto drub one an otherat his pleaſure , & cutof one 

an others heads too. | 
He vvould commonlie ſay ina icſting maner, that it 
ſeemed to him whenſocuer heexceuted any of the Moores, 
that they had tyvo or three heads : meaning tocut of but 
one, heleft none: vviſ hing ( asit ſeemeth ) like that Ro- 
mane tyrant, that all ihe Romanes had but one neck , he 
| - yyould 
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vvould cut them all of at once:So Malcy Abdala Meler, the 
Moores. of vvhom he vvas Flaze/lum,the onlie vvhip that 
cuer vvas. And (as ſome thinke ) the beſt King for the 
Moores that cuer vvas: 1equiring not a blocke, but A ſops 
forke to keepe them in ſubieQtion, they othervvite prone 
to 1cbellion, afteirg alteration, and innovation: as their 
refran or proverb is : Everie day @ new 145-C1U5 , encrit day 4 
nevu wife, and eucrie day a nevv King. 

And though he yvas thus crucll and tyrannous to the 
Moores,and others,yet did he favour much and reſpe@ the 
Englith, to vvit the captiuecs , both beiore and after he yvas 
King. Making one of them once to ride behinde him, but 
vvithall bidding him not fit too cloſle to him for filling 
him full of lyce, Threatning ſometimes , but yet nener 
giuing any of them ſo much as a blovve, V Vho in his fa- 
thers time wete kept in chaines both by the neck and legs, 
but he comming to be king relcafled them , and made 
them, his gunners, giuvingthem free leauc to goe yp and 

_ dovvne yvhere they vvould at their pleaſure, and doe al- 
moſt vvhat they vyould : and not a Moore that durſt con- 
trol] them, but rather ſtoodin avveof them. Though their 
allovvance but ſhort, yet, hauing that libertie , they made 
the better ſhift. And ſomtimes the king himſelf in a good 
humor vyould giue them money: yea, and ſometimes in 
' his mad humor, Yetdid he cauſe ſome Engliſh boyes per- 
force ro turtne Moores, cutting them , and making them 
capadoes, or cunuches: but- afteryvards ( as they ſay ) re- 
rented, ſaying : he yvould neuer more force Engliſhmen 
toturne Moores, for he found them better ſeruants to 
him being chriſtians, then Moores : for that being chri- 
ftians they yyould ſtagd by him, and ſtay yvith him : bur 
| B 3 | being 
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being Moores tun ayvaicfrom him , hauing mcre libertie 
and opportunitic, 

And as he yvas (as I may ſay contratic to his nature 
thus favourable to the captiues,, ſo vvas he likeyviſeto the 
Merchants,or others that came aſhoare. He being at Saffi4 
one time ſtanding vpon the vvals, an Engliſh boate com- 
ming al hoare, he called to'one of the men to come to him: 


| N= knovving him to be the king,al the while flood 


talking\vnto him yvith his hatt on his head in Spanith, 
afterthe King,going into the caſtle, called one of the En- 
gliſh captiues to him, aſking him it bis countricmen had 
no better maners ? bidding him gofetch the partie to him, 
vvho being come, the King vvould ſay nothing to him, but 
only made him to attend there a good time, and cauſed the 
Engliſh captiue vvhom he loued vvell , to be committed 
to priſon in the others ſteed, and chaines to be put on him. 
But rhe next day ſent for him, cauſing his ſyvord to be rc- 
ſtored ro him, andſo, ina mad humor, made him, both 
vvith his ſvv ord about his (ide, and chaines about his legs, 


' tovyalke afier him round about the vvals, talking, and 


ieſting vvith him familiarlie as he vyas vyont : and then 
after this chaines alſo vvere taken from him,This onlic he 
didinieft, to teach Engliſhmen good maners againſt an 
othertime. But to the Moores his iefis yycrc in good 
carneſt, a vvord anda bloyve. 

At the ſame place at Saffza, he yvould take the vvomen, 
a vyraſhing at the ſea ſide vpon the ſands, ſet them vpon 
their heads, & cauſe vvater to be powred ( vvith reverence 
be it ſpoken } into their vnſecmly parts, to fee if it vyould 
come ourat the mouth againe. 

He muſtered all the faire vyomen in Morocce:(vyhereof 
it ſcemcth ke had a Catalogue) cauſing them all at once, & 
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on 2 ſodaine to come forth into his great garden , called 


Mozſarat: (beinga mile in length, planted vvith Orange, 
and lemmon trees, and all kinde of fruits ) and there pitch 
their tents for 1 4.9aies together: pretending a.pilgrimage 
vvith his vvomen to Gowerta, tovyvards the hils of Azlas, 
no man tocome neare them { no not their huſ bands) bur 
only their negras, & ſeruing maids: himſelf onlie vvalking 
the round,all theſe vvomen dailie and nightlie ſitting, and 
attending in their tent doores as he paſſed by to vievy 


' them : modeſtic may not repeat the reſt, At Gometre 


there is the monument of Szddie Blabbas one of their grear 
fints, and therea great tonne, vpon vvhich the Moorcs 
vic to rub their bellies, ſaying it cureth the chollicke and 
diuers other diſcaſes.Som Chriſtians ſay this SzdadzeBlabbas 
vvas faint AuguFftine, and that vpon this ſton he preached: 
both vyhich favour of ſuperſtition. But Mzley Abdala 
Melek had no ſuch devotion , for he vvent not there art all, 
nor thoſe yvvomen neither, almolt famiſhed and ftarved 
vvith hunger,and cold: for no man durſt come neare them 
all that time to bring them any proviſien, This vyas one 
of his tragicomicall parts. 

Oae of the Engliſhmen vyhom he loued aboue the reſt, 
vvho had the chardge of one of his chieffe horſes, vyhich 
vvas ver:e vnrulie , & vvould bite any man that came neare 
him, therfore alvvaies faſt ryed vp:theking comming into 
his rovwa, or ftable, & ſpying ſame thing amiſle about the 
horſe, vvould not ftrike the Engliſhman, but commanded 
the horſe to be let looſe, & the Englil hman to ſtand faſt by 
him,ſufering the horſe to bite him at his pleaſure,euE the 
fleſh fro his armes:durſt not ſtir till the king called to him. 
An other time, the ſamc Englil hman complayning to _ 
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16 
that he had nothing to eate faucbarlie, the King cauſed 
the horſe his Sabadera or bag inavihich they vie co giue 
them provander, to be hanged about the Engliſh mans 
necke full of barlie: (as they doe ypon their horſes heads) 
and fo made him cate the barlie like ahorie, An other time 
the King, having taken offence at ſome thing, threatned 
to kill the Engliſhman,and that vvithout delay:an Alkaid, 
vvilling to ſauc his life,offered the King I knovve not how 
manic hundreth Duccats for him, to buy him of the King. 
V Vhy thou foole ( ſaid the King) doeit thou thinke I 
meane to kill him ? No, I vvould not for ſo manic thou- 
ſand Duccats: but tothe Moores ( as | aid before) his ielts, 
and threats vycre in good earneſt, es 

One of his Negros vvhom heloued, and called brother, 
haning offended him, being in his Obadza, rhar itatelic 
pallacc, yvalking in his garden, a litile paradiſe, in the mide 
deſt vyhercof ate divers pleaſant tankes or ponds, he caus 
ſed him to be caſt into one of them , forbidding any to 
eome neare him tohelp him out againe: at length, hau ing 
vvalkedaturne or tvvo, bade one goe pull him out : vvho 
brought him vvord he vyas drovyned, V Vhat my brother 
drovyned, ſaid he? Goe pull him our, and buric him : there 


vyasall the mourning. 


An other he cauſed to cate his ovvne excrement: aſking 
novyv itreliſhed. Yea he himſcitcut a peece of the brawne 
of a mans arme vvhom he had killed, broyled it on the 
coalcs, and dideatc it. 

The King of Gagoes ſon , not ouer a day or tvvo betore 
the Kings death ( ſome ſay the ſame day ) drinking toge= 
ther, becauſe he vvas notable to pledge him !1o much as he 
drunk , bcing all «qu4 vs: { for ſo mult cuexic one doe ua 
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he did, and drinke as hedid) canfed the vvhole bole full of 
aqua vite to be giuen him backvvard like aglifter, till it 
reverſed in their faces againc that gaue it. Hauing not long 
before made him to ſtand tyyo daies, and tyvo nights in 
the yvater. And before throvyne cgovynean other of the 
ſons from the vvals of Saffs, and broke his thigh, 

Vndera colour of going a hawking, vvould lie yvhole 
daies, and nights abroad in the fields a drinking : And bce 


| fore his death manie daics, & nights together. God hauing 
bercaued him of his vaderitiding as he did Nebuchadnezer,!: 


and driuen him from men to dwell vunth the beaits of the field, 
Yea he himiſeli not long before, hauing driuen ayvaic tron 
him all his moſt truſtic ſervants, ( ſaue one or tvyo ) com- 
mitted ropriſon: And vvithall 4 wvarchfull dog vvhich he 
Joued, & fed vvith his ovvnec hand, for ſome ſmall oftence 
he tooke, likevviſe committed to priſon vvith them: com- 
maunding he ſhould but haue ſo much bread, and vyater a 
daice. All theſe his vvatchmenat once ſequeſtred from him, 
and the other ſo ouer toyled, & yyearied vvith vvatching 
day & night: (perhaps alſo vvearic ot him as vvere others:} 
all ſeemed to conſpire his death, Plotted( as it ſeemeth } 
before by ſomeof the Elchies, or renegadoes, vvhom the 
King had threatncd the next time he came to his houſe in 
Morocco to cut, and make Eunuches, to the number of two 
hundreth: yykereof they vvere ſore affraid, And there- 


fore one among the reſt { a Frenchman as is reported ) 


vvatched his opportunitie vvhen the King came backto 
His tent at night { hauing been all the day abroad a drin- 
king ) and vvith a pecce chardged vvith tvyo chained bule 
lets, ſhot him in by the fundament, andprivic members 


into the bodic, as he vyas lying along in his tent. Auſt 
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iudgement of God, in reſpett of that gliftcr of 2qua vite 
he gaue to the King of Gazoes Son: & threatning likevviſe 
theelchics as before. 

As alſo in reſpeCt of that abhominavle impudent and 
filthie aft he did at Saf7za to thole poore vvomen. Burt 
chiefly ( vvhich Godin the end vvill puniſh vpon thoſe 
Mahometans , both Turks and Moores ) in cauling poore 
Chriſtians boyesand othets) to be circumciſed perforce, 
yea cut, and made eunuches, A iuſt iudgement of God 
(1 fay) of all thoſe Tyranits, both Turkes, Moores, and 


Others, to be trembled at : and fo I leave him, ”y 


Immediatly after his death his younger brother Muley 
Elvvallid veas falured King : beivg at that time a priſoner 


inthe Alcaſana, the Kings houſe in Morocco, expetting 


dailie nothing els but death. V Vherevpon ſome of his 
frends ( asat ſucha time, and in ſuch a caſc all are frends, & 
happic he that can bethe firſt} and ſvvifreſt Meſſenger) 
runging in all haſt to rhe priſon doore, and crying out 
aloud to him to come forth : he thinking it had been to 
execution, to be put to death : lingering, & excuſing him- 
ſelf, that he yvould but take leauc of his vvife , and make 
himſelf readie ( vvhich he did only to dic) they calling,and 


crying more and more , at length he came forth, and ſo 


yvas pregoncd, and proclaimed King : of a priſoner (I ſay) 
on a ſodaine become a King. Of a far more ſoft nature, & 
diſpofition than his brother : yet crucll and Tyrannous to 
poore Chriſtians, and to the Engliſh, vvhom of late he 
hath moſt Barbaroufly entreated ſorae of thera, Eight at 
once taken, and circumciſed perforce : beaten, vyounded, 
and one mans head almoſt cutof, ro make them turne 
Moores, and forfake their faith, The reſt fearcfull , dailie 


expcting 
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19 
expeting the like meaſure: as by letters latelie vvritten 
from the Merchants there may appeare: vvhich l reſerac, 
-vvith other paſſages, toa further account, leauing them to 
kis mercie, vvhich indeed is crucltic : For the mercies of the 
vvicked are creelties : and him and them to God to iudge 
betwixt them, which in time might hauc been preueanted, 

by.a ſcaſonable diſpatch long ſince expected : the lofſe of 
ſo manie poore Chriſtian ſoules, as neccflarie I dare ſhy 


| as ſome other diſpatches: if the bodies, and ſoules of 


Chriſtians be eſteemed of any value novyv a daies: as they 
are in Gods ſight right precious: precioms in the ſight of 
the Lord is the death of hu ſaints. 

And novyv vvill 1 adireſſe my ſelfe ( vvith this Pro- 
poſition : and petition herevnto annexed) to Chriſtian 
Princes, to condole, and commilcrate the diſtreſſed, or 
rather deſperate eftate of theſe moſt milſcrable, or rather 
more than miſerable, creatures, if more may be: not only 
the Engliſh, but all other nations , vvho this long time 
haue indureda moſt miſerable, and intollerable flaueric 
vader theie infidels, both Turks, and Moores,and arc like 
ro doe more and moreif not preyented : V Vhich [ pray 


Ged at length they may take intotheir Chriſtian coulſi- 
dceration, AMEN.

9#15 alia fando Ce.temperes 

a lachryms? Indignitics ( I fay ) matora lachrymys ,don , not 

onlic to thoſe poore Chriſtians, but cuen to Chriſt Ieſus 

himſelf, and his vvhole Chutrch,and ſo to be apprehended, 

vvithout any Nationall difference:vvhoſe members yye all 
arc, and ought to haue a felloyy-feeling of onean others 
miſcries,' or cls vyeareno Chriſtians at all, nor vvorthy 
that name. I ay, hauing been an eye-vvitnes of thoſe great 
mileries , and indignities don to the poore members of 
lefus Chriſt, (and conſequently to himſelfe; ) as a poore 


member of his bodice, I could not but be ſenſible thereof. - 


And preſent the bodies, and foules of thoſe poore mem- 
bers of Chriſt (like that Lexzze in the booke of ludges) dil- 
membred, cut in pecces, and quartered, to the cyes like- 


vviſc of all the tribes of iſracl: that is to ſay, the vvhole 


church of Chriſt, both Prince and people, of vvhat nation 
ſocuer, all members of that his my ſticall bodie, & all aly«e 
intereſt therein:obliged , like the 1ſraelites, to ioyne ioge-

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vnited Prouinces , and the Prince of Orange t vuho hane fo 
great ſtore of ſhips, and can moſt convenientlie manage 
ſuch aFaires by ſea: and are ſo noble , and ſo honourable, 
as no doubt they vyould advance it to the vimoſt. That fo 
this ſacred ſeruice , being managed by one vndertaking 
State, conſiſting of (o manie vvite States-men,and prudent 
Senators,may by Gods bleſſing receiue better tucceſſe, than 


thoſe expeJitions in former times, fruſtrated by the diſſen=
